Local agencies 
provide help for 


home buyers

With the cost of renting apartments 
continuing to increase in Utah 
County, several BYU students are 
looking to buy. 

Jay Shepherd, a realtor with ERA 
Mountain Land Realty, who often 
makes presentations in apartment 
complexes to make students aware of 
the opportunities to buy, says he con- 
sistently amazes students with the 
information that for not much more 
than they are paying for rent, many 
students could be building equity in - 
their own homes. 

“(Students) just don’t know what is 
available to them,” Shepherd said, 
“so they don’t take advantage of the 
programs that are. out there to help 
them.” 

Shepherd is referring to various loan 
programs. A. Reid Frederickson, a 
loan officer with AccuMortgage 
Corporation in Orem, suggests that 
the best loan program for most stu- 
dents will be an FHA loan instead of 
a conventional loan. 

“The buyers’ income, debts and 
cash in the bank will determine what 
type of loan is best for them,” 
Frederickson said. “For little down, 
and little cost, FHA is the way to go.” 

Before buying a home, Shepherd 
suggests that there are several steps 
that need to be taken from meeting 
with a lender, to selecting a home and 
finally closing. The time the entire 
process takes will be dependent upon 
how much shopping around the buyer 
chooses to do. 

“Once the offer has been made ‘it 
usually takes 30 to 40 days before the 


‘deal closes,” Shepherd said. 


Unlike most conventional loans, 
FHA loans require only 3 percent 
down. This money may be earned by 
the buyet or may be a gift from.a rela- 
tive. 

Closing costs are also lower on 
FHA loans than on conventional 
loans. Generally, closing costs are 
about 2 to 3 percent of the total cost 
of the home. When taking out an” 
FHA loan, buyers are allowed to have 
a co-buyer, either a relative or a close 
friend, to help them qualify. 

“As the values of homes have gone 
up, FHA guidelines haven’t gone “up 
as quickly. That kind of restricts buy- 
ers who borrow using FHA loans -for 
beginner homes,” said Shepherd. 

FHA loans are available for pur- 
chase of single family dwellings, 
FHA approved townhouses, and 
approved condominiums selling for 
up to $123,400. 

In order to gain. FHA approval, a: 
townhouse or condominium needs to 
be “safe and of a certain quality con-: 
struction,” Shepherd said. To be: 
approved, there must be, at least one. 
window per room and a crawl space. 
underneath in cases where there is no 
basement. 

In order to qualify for a loan, all of 
the debt from the buyer and the co- 
buyer is counted as one amount and 
can require no more than 29 percent 
of their total combined income for.the 
home and 41 percent of their. income 
for the home and all debt, 
Frederickson explained. 

Traditionally, Shepherd said, FHA 
loans were given at a much higher 
rate than conventional loans, but the 
gap has been rapidly closing to the 
point where now there is only a quar- 
ter of one percent difference between 
the two. “Since January of 1996, the 
two rates have been very close 
together,” Shepherd said. 

For those interested in purchasing 
older homes and fixing them up, FHA 
offers a loan which allows the buyer 
to, borrow the amount needed to 
repair the home in addition to bor- 
rowing to cover the mortgage. 

Frederickson says there are a few 
conventional loans that will allow a 
buyer to purchase a home for as little 
as 3 percent down. “These loans do 
have some income limits and other 
requirements,” Frederickson said. For 
example, the down payment cannot 
be a gift, and the buyer must have a 
self-funded one month reserve in the 
bank to cover a monthly mortgage 
payment. 

Utah Housing Authority loans are 
state subsidized and offer interest 
rates as low as 7 percent fixed. These 
loans meet FHA guidelines. “Because 
(the loans are) funded by the local

‘Convicted domestic abusers may face gun ban 


' WASHINGTON — House Speaker Newt Gingrich promised Sunday to sup- 
‘port legislation barring those convicted of domestic violence from obtaining a 
shandgun. 

At the same time, pressure for such legislation grew as four Democratic sena- 
tors urging Republican presidential nominee Bob Dole to come out for a ban. 

“I’m very much in favor of stopping people who engage in violence against 
,their spouses from having guns,” Gingrich said on NBC’s “Meet the Press.” “TI 
‘think that’s a very reasonable position.” 

The gun ban has been actively pushed by Sen. Frank Lautenberg, D-N.J. He 
‘tried unsuccessfully to attach it as an amendment to anti-stalking legislation 
‘Congress passed last week that would make a federal crime of crossing state 
lines to harass a person. 

_ On Friday, Lautenberg and Democratic Sens. Barbara Boxer of California, 
iChristopher Dodd of Connecticut and John Kerry of Massachusetts wrote 
‘Dole, asking him to use his influence to pass the iegislation. 

“Without your direct intervention, it now seems unlikely that the Republican 
‘congressional leadership will protect battered wives and abused children from 
‘gun violence,” they wrote. 


; They said that Dole was “in a unique position to persuade Speaker Gingrich” 
‘to approve the gun ban.

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Condos the way to go, say realtors

With the costs of purchasing new condominiums being 
so much lower than prices for old homes, many students 
and young married couples have stopped looking for 
homes and have settled in condominiums. 

Brittany Heal, a loan processor with United Savings 
Bank, said that most of the loans she processes for stu- 
dents are used for the purchase of condominiums or town- 
houses. Heal estimates that approximately one-third of all 
the loans she processes are for condominiums. 

Clark Mitchell, of C & A Construction, said he sees a 
large demand for condominiums in Provo. South of Provo 
there are not as many requests. He attributes this to the fact 
that BYU is the heart of Provo. Mitchell strongly recom- 
mends that students consider purchasing condominiums. 

Todd Telford, a realtor with Prudential Realty Associates, 
said that students are buying more condominiums than 
homes because home prices have gone up so high in the 
past few years, that condominiums are 
all that students can afford.

» HONOLULU — Gay marriage on 
trial: It’s been anticipated by gay 
rights activists and denounced by reli- 
‘gious conservatives for months. 

But Hawaii’s landmark wrestling 
match with one of society’s hot-but- 
ton taboos has been remarkably 
‘devoid of the emotional pleas and 
‘accusations that have recently rung in 
the halls of Congress and many state 
iegislatures. 

. The expected onslaught of mainland 
jews media never materialized and, 
after Sept. 10’s opening statements, 
only about 10 spectators have attend- 
ed daily, making the court’s lottery for 
‘Seats unnecessary. 

« Hawaii’s case against the one gay 


and two lesbian couples who sued the 
state in 1991 after being denied mar- 
riage licenses is based not on social 
mores or religious strictures but on 
the sometimes elusive concept of who 
is best suited to raise children. 

Deputy Attorney General Rick 
Eichor argued that Hawaii’s desire to 
give its children the best possible 
upbringing should be supported by 
licensing only the marriages of het- 
erosexual couples. 

Eichor called four witnesses who 
testified that optimum child develop- 
ment was most likely when a child 
was raised by biological parents who 
have natural instincts for love and 
caring. 

They said too few studies exist to 
prove children do well when raised by 
lesbian or gay couples, and therefore

the state should not encourage such 
relationships by licensing them. 

Under cross examination, however, 
each witness acknowledged having no 
evidence that children raised by two 
women or two men are not raised 
well. 

“We have shown a clear and con- 
vincing interest in the state protecting 
children; that’s all we were required 
to do,” Eichor said after the state rest- 
ed its case Friday. “We were not 
required to show that gays and les- 
bians or anyone else are in fact bad 
parents.” 

Plaintiffs’ attorneys have their own 
lineup of child development experts 
to call as the trial resumes today. They 
will testify that lesbian and gay par- 
ents raise their children just as capa- 
bly as heterosexual parents. 

Eichor also anticipated a challenge 
from the plaintiffs: If children are 
paramount, lawyers are expected to 
argue, why does the state license cou- 
ples who have no intention of having 
children? His witnesses testified that 
98 percent of people applying for 


' marriage licenses do intend to have 


children. 

Circuit Judge Kevin Chang is 
expected to rule before the end of the 
year, sending the case back to 
Hawaii’s Supreme Court for a final 
ruling. 

That court ruled in 1993 that deny- 
ing marriage licenses to same-sex 
couples constituted sexual discrimina- 
tion and ordered Hawaii to show a 
compelling state interest to continue 
to do so. 

Stunned by the ruling, state officials 
decided that focusing on the welfare 
of children was the best available 
legal gambit to justify awarding mar- 
riage licenses selectively, although 
only one of the three plaintiff couples 
has raised a child. 

The trial is being intently watched 
elsewhere because the US. 
Constitution requires states to honor 
the legal contracts of other states. 
Fearing legalization of gay marriage 
in Hawaii, 14 states have passed pre- 
emptive laws denying recognition of 
same-sex marriages.

“The club is important because when major.disas- 
ters occur, they knock out most communication sys- 
tems. However, with our hand-held radios we are 
able to provide the communication needed. The 
hand-held radios don’t depend on one main system 
to operate,” he said. 

Club members are also able to assist the campus 
police in certain situations. 

“The club. is involved with the campus police by 
monitoring activities for them. When the campus 
police have a particular problem, such as vandalism 
or stealing, we are able to take our hand-held radios 
and act as their eyes and ears and -report any suspi- 
cious activity around campus,” Voorheis explained. 

People who are interested in amateur-radio are 
required to take a Federal Communications 


Utah Valley State College’s Amateur Radio Club. 

Tests are offered the third Wednesday of each 
month at 7:30 p.m. at UVSC’s Provo campus, 1300 
S. University Ave. There is a $6 testing fee. 

The test is a written application of technical 
knowledge and rules and regulations, Crawford 
said. 

Rules and regulations are what make amateur 
radios different from other radio communication 
systems. 

“Amateur radio is different from C.B. radios 
because of the rules and regulations operators have 
to follow. You can’t use your radio-for business or 
sales, and language is monitored as well,’ said Club 
Vice-President Andrew Barney, a senior majoring in 
computer engineering.

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Professor of religious studies addresses pre-modern and modern theology

A professor of religious studies at 
Stetson University in Florida spoke on 
20th Century Christian theology last 
Thursday and Friday in the Tanner 
Building. 

The two-part lecture was sponsored 
by the Departments of Philosophy and 
Religious Education and the Richard 
L: Evans Professorship for Religious 
Understanding. 

‘Donald W. Musser spoke of the phi- 
losophy behind the religious move- 
ments before and after the reforma- 
tion, which he called pre-modern the- 
ology and modern theology. 

“Pre-modern is not just a period of 
hrstory, it is a mind set, and pre-mod- 
ern theological believers still exist 
today,” Musser said. 

According to Musser, the difference 
between pre-modern thought and

modern thought is the orientation 
between God and man. A pre-modern 
thinker would see a vertical relation- 
ship between himself and God where 
God was the focus. This unified focus 
created a sense of community. 

A modern thinker would see a.more 
horizontal relationship where the 
emphasis was on human beings and 
that created the community, Musser 
said. : 

“(In pre-modern thought,) it used to 
be that the Christian community was 


"seen as a fabric that wasn’t frayed or 


torn. It was whole and there was a 
sense of us. We all believed more or 
less the same thing,” Musser said. 

The change occurred when, the Bible 
began to be studied as a historical doc- 
ument. “Before, the (Christian) church 
was the sole interpreter of the Bible. 


Then it began to be studied outside of 
strict religious circles,” Musser said.

gians) are against theology and in 
favor of science because they see it as 
their only hope, yet their belief takes 
on a religious nature,” he said. 

“We go through and pick out the top-

guest speakers,” said David Paulsen, 
coordinator for the Richard L. Evans 
Professorship for Religious 
Understanding and professor of phi- 
losophy at BYU. 

The lecture séries, titled “Frontiers 
in Philosophy,” is open. to the public, 
but is organized specifically for the 
Philosophy 415 ciass. 

“T think it is beneficial to anyone to 
learn more about what other 
Christians think about God. Many 
times Mormons just don’t understand 
where they are coming from,” said 
Michael Durham, a senior from Provo 
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majoring in philosophy enrolled in the 
Philosophy 415 class. 

While the class fulfills graduation 
requirements, Durham said that 
Musser “was very clear in connecting 
the movements,” which: helped him 
understand the categories of theologi- 
cal thinkers better.

To appreciate the new album, it is 
interesting to understand the back- 
ground of Dead Can Dance, like their 
name.

1-800-REGISTER smooths 
the voting process for young

“Rock the Vote” is a program that encourages students and young Americans 
io get out and vote and if you haven't registered yet, you HUAROY a great chance 
to do so with ease. 

Using a touch-tone phone it was possible to have a voice in this year’s elec- 
tions without ever having to leave the comfort of your own home. 

By calling 1-800-REGISTER, a free service offered by 1-800-COLLECT 
and “Rock the Vote,”’ people were provided with the information needed to 
tegister to vote in their state. 

“Rock the Vote” was created in 1990 by members of the recording industry 
in order to use music to encourage young people to participate in the political 
process. 

This service was the first voter registration hot-line ever and was successful 
in encouraging young Americans to vote. 

“Over 140, 000 Americans registered using this service,’ 
of MCI media relations. 

This service was developed to simplify the registration process and encour- 
age young Americans to vote. 1-800-REGISTER began in July and was dis- 
continued at midnight on Sept. 10 in order to process the plethora of newly 
registered voters. 

“All states require a 30-day processing deadline for registration laws and 
Sept. 10 vas chosen as a cut-off date in order to accommodate these laws,” 
said Brya.t Hilton of MCI media relations. 

New simplified voter registration laws made 1-800-REGISTER possible by 
allowing a uniform registration form to be used in nearly every state. 

1-800-COLLECT revolutionized the voting registration process by supplying 
design support and the telecommunication technology for this program and is 
the primary underwriter, Wade said. 

Dialing thé hot-line connected people with a voice automated service. By 
inputting their date of birth and the zip code of their residence, the service list- 
ed the voting requirements of individual states. 

When people met the requirements, they would give 1-800-REGISTER their 
mailing address and official voting address. 1-800-REGISTER would then 
send voters the necessary forms and voter registration already addressed and 
stamped to the voter registration office in their state and precinct. 

MCI is happy with the success of 1-800-REGISTER and feel that providing 
this service was a good way to be involved. MCI is considering the possibility 
of providing this service for each presidential election year, Hilton said.

Bradley running so voters ‘have a choic¢

SALT LAKE CITY — It’s Tuesday 
morning, and Jim Bradley needs to 
raise $10,000 by Friday: No easy task 
for a campaign that defers buying 
paper and. pens one week in the hope 
that donations will rise the next. 

The Democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor needs the money to start adver- 
tising on radio Monday, but he’s 
unruffled about his prospects for cash 
and about the state of his campaign 
coffers. 

“Tt’s a hand-to-mouth campaign. 
The money I raise one week, I spend 
the next,” said Bradley, 50. 

The former county commissioner 
and small businessman knows that 
closed wallets come with the under- 
dog territory. 

Daily, he faces the facts: He’s chal- 
lenging an enormously popular 
Republican governor, Mike Leavitt, 
who has a 74-9 lead in the polls and 
who has presided over Utah at a time 
of unprecedented economic health, 
budget surpluses and tax cuts. 

“The numbers don’t suggest I’m a 
good bet,” conceded Bradley, who 
was chairman of the Salt Lake County 
commission from 1990 until 1994, 
when he was defeated by Republican 
Mary Callaghan. 

Yet Bradley presses donors to sup- 
port him for the same reason he’s run- 
ning - because voters should have a 
choice. 

“We haven’t coronated anyone in 
this country since King George,” he 
noted. 

That was the point made by 
Bradley’s wife, Glenda Solomon 
Bradley, the day before the filing 
deadline last March. 

Bradley months earlier had rebuffed 
Democratic Party officials’ overtures. 
He believed the party’s leadership in 
the Legislature had been too cozy 
with the governor. 


“They had not provided any loyal 


opposition,” Bradley said. “I knew I’d 
have to create the issues, run on them 
and win on them. 

“I said, “’'m not getting much help 
from you guys. You were elected to 
the statehouse, you do it.” 

But that Sunday morning in early 
March, Glenda Solomon Bradley said 
maybe her husband should have 
ensured voters a choice since no one 
else had stepped forward. 

“IT asked myself, “What is the worst 
thing that could happen?” Bradley 
recalled. “I could lose, but so what, 
I’ve lost elections before.” 

He was able to spare the time from 
The Framery, a the Bradleys’ small 
business. So Bradley joined the race. 

The Utah Democratic Party 
promised him no money, Bradley 
said. “None was expected. None 
delivered.” 

But the $100,000 he has raised so

far - out of his projected fcc! of . 


nearly $350,000 - hasn’t gone far. A 
quarter of it was spent broadcasting a 
30-second television spot that just 
ended a two-week run. 

Bradley says he has no personal 
deep pockets, and he’s not-about to 
ask his wife’s family, with Republican 
business roots in Louisiana, to finance 
a Utah Democrat’s campaign. 

Leavitt’s campaign budget is expect- 
ed to be considerably larger, though 
the governor declines to provide fig- 
ures. He said the $1 million reported 
to bein his war chest last month was 
“quite an exaggeration.” 

Leavitt, 45, said he’ll run a sound 
campaign even if it appears he could 
be reelected without lifting a finger. 

“This campaign is about more than 
who will occupy this office for the 
next four years,” Leavitt said. He 
expects to use the campaign to create 
momentum for his agenda for the next 
four years, “a sense of buy-in” as 
Leavitt puts it. 

Bradley believes that Leavitt has 
intimidated business people and oth- 
ers with money from giving donations 
to Bradley. The governor says that’s 
not so. 

Though finances are a problem, 
Bradley believes he’s succeeding at 
his chief objective: “I have enough 
credibility to say what needs to be 
said.” 

“Tm not just a guy out looking for a 
job,” said Bradley. “I’m a guy with 
things to say and I have a public ser- 
vice record J can talk about.” 


Ted Wilson, a former Salt Lake 


mayor and candidate for governor, 
said Bradley’s reputation won’t suffer. 

“You only get labeled a loser if you 
have a really good chance to win and 
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don’t,” Wilson said. 

State Rep. Dave Jones, D-Salt Lake, 
was one of those approached about 
seeking the governor’s spot. He 
believes Bradley has the chance to lay 
groundwork for future races. 

“The gubernatorial candidate who 
goes up against Mike Leavitt ... 
almost can’t help but exceed expecta- 
tions,” said Jones. “Jim will do that.” 

Both Wilson and Jones give Bradley 
credit for his lighthearted campaign - 
his 30-second television advertise- 
ment had Bradley zipping from home 


to accomplishments to goals and , 


ended with a’smiling jab at the fact 
Leavitt's Christmas tree lights started 
a fire in the governor’s mansion in 
1993. 

“Jim Bradley is a good humored guy 
who is having a good time out there,” 
Wilson said. “It won’t hurt him at all 
to get his name out.”
